Court Of Appeals 


Gives OK To

The U, S, Fifth Circuit 
Court of Appeals has denied 
an application for a re- 
hearing by Alabama Power 
Company on its court battle 
to halt the construction of 
a generating plant on the 
Tombigbee River by Ala- 
bama Electric Cooperative 
Inc. 

The entire court, in a 
unanimous decision, denied 
the Alabama Power Com- 
pany’s effort to seek a re- 
hearing on adecision by the 
court earileir this spring 
upholding Alabama Elect- 
ric’s right to build the 
plant and to enter into 35 
year power supply 
tracts with the rural dis- 
tribution cooperatives it 
serves, 

The Fifth Circuit Court 
decision last April upheld 
an earlier decision in a 
lower court on the case 
which has _ been pending 
since 1962, The generating 
plant near Jackson which 
is the subject of the court 
battle is nearly completed 
and is expected to go into

than as a reservoir, It islocat- 
ed on the ridge behind Ft, 
Fincastle and offers a pano- 
ramic view of the Island from 
160 feet up, Visitors can see 
the entire length (21) miles and 
width (7 miles) of New Pro- 
vidence Island from atop the 
Water Tower, 

Nassau has a 
graceful mansions with in- 
tricate wooden verandas re- 
fleeting Georgian architectural 
styles taken there by American 
loyalist settlers in the late 
18th and early 19th centuries, 
One is the beautiful Georgian 
mansion, Government House, 
Nassau’s most prominent 
architectural landmark, It has

The walls of Nassau’s oldest 
homes have stood attack, plun- 
der, fire, and hurricane, They 
have screened the actions of 
blockade runners, pirates and 
privateers, Their walls have 
watched the freeing of slaves, 
the degeneration of the planta- 
tion system, the rise and col- 
lapse of the sponge market.
